Other: Issues regarding the separation between system specific changes and user-specific changes have already 
addressed in the previous office action. On contrary to Applicants' arguments, if there were not any separation between the system- 
specific and user-specific changes, the system would not have been able to apply system specific changes on a per system basis 
(Piazza: col. 7, lines 15 - 62, col. 10, lines 2 -55) and user specific changes on a per user basis (Piazza: col. 3, lines 1 - 11, 21 - 55, col. 
5, lines 1 - 35, line 65 - col. 6, line 67, col. 11, lines 5 - 65). Therefore, the two distinct types of configuration as illustrated by Piazza 
inherently indicated the separation between user-specific and system-specific changes. 

Further, Piazza shows an example of curver file in col. 9, lines 9 - 45,
